Washington, Jupe 22—Minis- 
ter Wt teday appealed to his 
countrymen in this city to aid in 
the capture of Leon Ling by a 
poster written in Chinese char- 
acters. It reads as follows: 

“All Chinamen are bidden to» 
give no succor to Leon Ling, and 
to direct their best efforts to 
bringing him to justice as .an 
unworthy man who hase brought 
disgrace upon his countrymen 
in America.” 
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New York, June 22.—Baited and in- 
timidated by detectives, threatened 
with prosecution and confused with 
rapid-fire questions, Chung Sin, one 
time roommate of Leon Ling, told this 
afternoon of Elsie Sigel’s murder. 

Under the terrific pressure of the 
“third degree” the little Chinaman ad- 
mitted that he had seen the body in 
Leon Ling’s room; that he had touched 
it while it was still warm: that he 
had smelled drugs and had watched 
Leon Ling’s preparations fer placing 
the body in the trunk where it was 


found horribly decomposed last Fridey| 


night. « 

Chung Sin, in fact, if what was 
learned at the criminal courts building 
is correct, described almost everything 
concerning the murder of Maior Gen- 
eral Franz Sigel’s granddaughter, ex- 
cept the actual confmittal of the crime. 
He denied any implication in it and 
protested stoutly that he was ignorant 
ef the whereabouts of Ling, the sup- 
posed murderer. After the inquisition 
he was taken before Coroner Harbur- 
ger and held in $10,000 bail in the 
house of detention to await the in- 
quest. 

His Spirit Broken. 

Chung Sin is 35 years old and a native 
of Canton. He was arrested yesterday 
morning. at West GalWay, N. Y.. a 
small hamiet near Amsterdam, and 
vas brought to New York today. Im- 
médiately after his arfest up-state and 
all during the trip by train to this 
city he was plied with questions, bul- 
lied, persuaded and entangled in a 
mass of significant questions. 

It was no, uniil late today, how- 
ever, that his spirit was sufficiently 
broken or svfficient inducements were 
offered, as the case may be, for him 
to cast aside his air of stolidity and 
tell of the death of the young mission- 
ary. Then, smoking cigarette after 
e'garette, to quiet his nerves, the 
Chinaman told brokenly, but with bru- 
tal Dluntness, of the girl's death. 

© was suirounded at the time in the 
offi of Assistant District Attcrney 
We by detectives from police head- 
q0ga. ers, who previously had put him 
through a grilling. Mr. Ward and 
District Attcrney Jerome also were 
present and from what can be learned 
it was Mr Jerome himself who final- 
ly drew the story from Chung S8Sin’s 
lips. He was told that Leon Ling had 
been captured and had laid the blame 
vpon his (Chung Sin’s). shoulders.

No 
statement of the gist of his remarks 
was made public, but the more salient 
facts of the confession soon became 
known about the building. 


Gtrl Was First Drugeed. 

From the man’s story it is apparent 
that Elsie Sigel first was drugged 
with chloroform and then choked to 
death. She was killed apparently ‘in 
the night of June 9, although Chung 
Sin appeared a little mixed in his 
dates. But he says that early in the 
morning of June 10 he heard a strange 
noise in Leon’s room, adjoining his, 
and looking over the transom, saw the 
girl lying on the the bed with a 
bloody towel over her mouth. He pass- 
ed through the room, he said, to go 
out to wash his hands, and as he did 
so, felt of the body, which was still 
warm. b 

After he went down to the chop suey 
restaurant below, he returned to the 
room. Leon, in the meantime, had cov- 
ted the body. with a blanket up to 
the chin and had pulled a trunk to 
the middle of the floor. *The trunk 
Leon was calmly emptyMmg prepara- 
tory to placing the body therein.

Taft and Republican Leaders 
~ Think Tax Will Produce 
Well

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CONFERENCE 1S; HELD. 
AT THE WHITE HOUS 


All Details For Levying 2 Per 
Cent Tax on Net Earnings 


Provisions of the Measure 
Seem Drastic — Was Dis- 
cussed From Every Angle. 


Washington, June 22.—Details of 
' the ‘proposed’ measure for the taxation 
of net earnings of corporations were 
arranged tonight at the most impor- 
tant conference that has been held at 
the white house since Mr. Taft as- 
sumed the presidency. 

There were present as the president's 
guests at dinner: Attorney General 
Wickersham and Senator Root, who are 
charged with the task of drafting the 
méasure; Secretary of State Knox, 
Senators Aldrich, Burrows, Penrose, 
Hale, Cullom, Flint, Smoot, McCumber 
and Lodge, constituting the republi- 
can membership of the senate finance 
committee; Speaker Cannon, Represen- 
tative Payne, chairman of the house 
committee on ways and means, and 
Representative John Dwight, of New 
York, the republican whip of the house. 

Discussed From Every Amgie. 

The statesmen sat down to dinner 
in the state dining room at § o'clock. 
No business was discussed at the din- 
ner, but for two hours afterwards the 
corporation tax medsgure, which had 
been prepared im the form of en 
amendment to the tariff “bill, was 
viewed from every angie. ~ 

Many changes from the form in 
which. {t..wes, alaceé’..wer sutgested 
and not a few of these were declared 
to be wise. The result. was that the 
carefully-»orepared copies given to 
each member of the party by Attorney 
General Wickersham were returned to 
him at the end of the conference. 

President Taft, himself, suggested 
that the copies should not be taken 
by the members of the party until the 
amendment had been perfected. 

All agreed not to make the form of 
the ame&fidment public until it is ready 
to be introduced in the senate as a 
finance committee amendment to the 
tariff bill. 

What Measure Provides. 

The terms of the measure, as finally 
agreed upon, although not yet whipped 
into form, provide that all corpora- 
tions having capital stock and or- 
ganized for profit shall pay a tax of 
2 per cent on their net earnings. Cor- 
porations coming within that designa- 
tion will be compelled to make returns 
to specially named agents of the bu- 
re of’ internal revenue of the treas- 
ury department, giving the amount of 
their gross receipts, capital stock, 
bonded indebtedness and all other vis- 
ible debts. 

Separated from these returns, the 
corporations will be compelled to re- 
port the amount of their net receipts, 
after deducting their general and or- 
dinary running expenses, interest on 
bonds up to the amount of the capital 
st6ck of the corporation, interest on 
notes and other forms of tangible in- 
debtedness, and any actual loss that 
may have been incurred in business, 
which loss was not made up by insur- 
ence, salvage or other form of return. 

The amendment will define in the 
broadest pvsesible way the character 
of losses which may be deducted from 
the net earnings upon which the tax 
is to be collected. 

These losses will include bad ac- 
counts of a mercantile corporation, 
losses On securities held by banks, un- 
collectable notes and all other forms 


to profit and loss accounts. 
To All Corporations. 

As has been stated before the 2 per 
cent tax will apply to all corporations 
erganized for profit, but each corpora- 
tion will be allowed a $5,000 exemption, 
which means that the tax will not be 
collected except upon earnings in ex- 
cess of $5,000. 

Any corporation which makes 4 
false report to an agent of the bureau 
of internal revenugp who has been 
designated to collect information re- 
garding earnings, or who has made a 
fraudulent return upon any of the sub- 
jects covereg by the law, will be sub- 
jected to a penalty. 

The amount of this penalty is the 
only feature of the bill which was not 
decided tonight. Most of the. partici- 
pants in the eonference expressed the 
opinion that this penalty should range 
from $1,000 to $10,000, the amount to 
be fixeq by a United States court upon 
presentatiop’of all the facts connected 
with such fraudulent terms. 

The tax will be collected upon the 
entire amount of preferred and com- 
mon stock of every corporation, and 
upon the bonds of a corporation where 
they exceed the total amount of cap- 
ital. . j

come operative immediately upon pas- 
sage.

The bank has, 
however, offered a reward of $3,000 and 
a like sum will probably be offered by 
the city for the capture of the high- 
wayman,

Dublin, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning just after the 
day's work had been begun George 
Howell .a farmer living one mile from 
| Scott and just across the Laurens line 
= Johnson county, was shot and in- 
stantly killed, Mrs. Howell was seri- 
| ously, if not fatally” injured and a son 
| was fired at by a negro named Robert 
Jenkins. 

The shooting occurred in Howell's 
field, the weapon used being a pistol. 
Howell was struck in the head, neck 
and breast, four shots being fired at 
him. Mrs. Howell was wounded in the 
‘neck. The boy was not hit. 

Howell died in a few moments after 
being shot, but Mrs. Howell is still 
living, though little hope is entertain- 
ed for her recovery. 

Cause of Shooting. 

The cause of the shooting was a 
difficulty with the negro on account 
of his quitting his job and refusing to 
pay Howell a debt. 

After his desperate deed Jenkins 
escaped. .A large crowd of white men 
soon gathered in the community and 
officers at Wrightsville and Dublin 
were telephoned for. The party left 
this city about 10 o’clock. Feeling in 
the neighborhood of Scott was intense 
and there is little likelihood that the 
negro, if captured, will ever be brought 
to trial. 


Lecated in Swamp. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon it was 
learned that the posse had located 
Jenkins in a swamp a few miles from 
the Howell home and dogs had been 
put on the trail.

have been flooded with telégrams from 
corporations expressing fear that the 
law would be drawn in such form that 
ynscrupulous agents of the _ internal 
revenue bureau might use information 
obtainable in some way so as to injure 
the business of a corporation. This 
danger was discussed tonight, and it 
was decided that only especially desig- 
nated agents of the bureau should be 
permitted to interrogate corporations 
concerning their business. The cor- 
porations make their returns directly 
to the bureau of internal revenue in 
Washington. 

It was decided at the conference to- 
night that all incorporated insurance 
companies organized for profit shal] be 
brought within the terms of the pro- 
posed corporation tax law. This will 
not exempt so-called mutual insurance 
companies which admittedly are, or 
which can be proved to have been, or- 
Sanizeq as profit-taking institutions. 
Neither will it exempt fraterna] in- 
surance concerns which come withir 
that interpretation of the law. 

Will Produce Revenue of $30,000,000. 

Estimates given today place the 
probable amount that woyld be raised 
by the proposed 2 per cegt tax on net 
earnings of corporations, after taking 
into consideration all of the exemp- 
tions stated, at from $25,000,000 
$30,000,000. 

Neither the senate nor house leaders 
undertook io forecast tonight the 
length of time which will be required 
to pass this measure through congress. 
They stated that they @id not und@er- 
take to supply President Taft with 
that information. 

The presence of the republican house 
leaders greases the way for the pas- 
sage of the measure through that body 
and gives to them a ful] understanding 
of the reasons for the drafting of the 
measure in the form advocated by 
President Taft and Messrs. Wicker- 
sham and Root. When the two latter 
gentlemen meet tomorrow to consider 
changes in the measure they will have 
with them Secretary Kngxy who has 
aiso given the subject close study. 
They do not expect to have the amend- 
ment ready for presentation to the 
senate before Friday or Saturday.

Showing a remarkable fun@ of in- 
formation touching railroad business 
of the country, the New England and 
western states in particular, Third 
Vice President A. B. Kelly, of the 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, interested and enter- 
tained an unusually large gathering 
in the Piedmont assembly hall yester- 
day afternoon at the hearing on the 
Georgia strike situation with a recital 
of the part the members of the 
brotherhood of which he is the fourth 
executive power are playing daily in 
management, direction and guidance of 
transportaticn. 

With figures showing the work done 
by roads in various sections of the 
country withina given time he made 
apparent the fatalities in the various 
secttons over which his observations 
extended. 

The session opened at 10 o’clock in 
the morning in the Piedmont assembly 
hall, the three arbitrators, Hilary A. 
Herbert, of Alabama, former member 
of the Cleveland cabinet; David C. 
Barrow, chancellor of the State uni- 
versity, and Thomas W. Hardwick, 
member of congress from the tenth 
district, b»ing present. 

Second Vice Président of the Fire- 
men and Enginemen E. A. Ball was 
first presented to the court. Mr. Ba!) 
had wtih him a bulk of papers, all 
having to do with the question at is- 
sue. Vice President Ball read a care- 
fully-prepared history of the troubles 
between the Georgia railroad and the 
firemen. 

Major Cumming objected to the pa- 
per so far as it bore upon the vice 
president's personal connection, unless 
it were to be used as the evidence of 
an expert upon the matters at issue. 
The board, however, ruted that Vice 
President Ball's paper was admissible 
as evidence. 

Citations from numerous authorities 
were ‘presented by both Attorney Ar- 
nold and Attorney Cumming, and with 
Third Vice President Kelly on the wit- 
ness stand, the court recessed at 1 
o'clock to meet again at 3 o'clock. 

A half-hour before the luncheon ad- 
journment Mr. Kelly, third vice presi- 
dent of the brotherhood, was called to 
the witness stand. Mr. Kelly brought 
with him to the witness chair a dress 
suit case filled with books and papers, 
the creation of railroads, the Georgia 
road being among the number. These 
books were the rules obtaining for the 
engineers, firemen and other em- 
ployees of not only the Georgia road, 
but of other roads. Then Vice Presi- 


entertaining manner, related the 
troubles between the road and its fire- 
men. 

Third Vice President Kelly presented 
his table showing what he called the 
death rate, the figures being compara- 
tive betweéen sections of the north and 
the south. It showed, -too, the death 
rate and the accidents in the eas, 
where negro firemen are unknown, 
was vastly less than in the south, 
where the negro firemen is used. 

W. M. Miller, for many years a fire- 
man of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and an engineer, too, was pre- 
sented to show the inferiority of the 
negro, in every sense of the word to 
the white man for a fireman's work. 

O. D. Lewis, a veteran Seaboard en- 
gineer, recited his experience, declar- 
ing the negro wholly inferior to the 
white man as a fireman. 

Reasons of Firemen. 

The reasons given by the firemen 
why the Georgia railroad shall not 
use negroes as locomotive firemen in 
its yards, as hostlers or as assistant 
hostlers, follow: 

An engineer must be a white man, 
and, as his place is recrujted from the 
list of flremen eligible to promotion, it 
becomes necessary that the field from 
which that promotion comes ghould be 
composed of white men. 

To have a negro fireman and a white 
fireman alternating runs on the same 
engine is sure to arouse a friction be- 
tween the representatives of the two 
races, because it is not relished by 
the white man—the white man looking 
upon the joint tenure of the run as 
degrading to him. 

The laws of Georgia provide for 
different schools for the white race 
and for the black race. Separate com- 


partments in railroad coaches are pro- 
vided by laws of the state, while in the 
theaters and in other public places 
different and separate apartments 
have been created. 

Declaring the modern locomotive an 
intricate piece of machinery, it is as- 
sested that it requires a mind of more 
power of analysis than the average 
negro possesses to handle it. It ig de- 
clared that the employment of the ne- 
gre fireman makes more difficult and 
more dangerous the task of the en- 
gineer. In this paragraph the firemen’s 
presentation sets out the complete 
management of the up-to-date locomo- 
tive, the presentation showing that a 
man of more than ordinary intelligence 
is needed to handle the machine,

had not assisted in putting the body 
in the trunk. 
Rit Tongue and Bled to Death. 

Chung Sin started perceptible, 
said he had had no hand in it. 

“IT didn’t see her no more,” said 
Chung Sin, “and when I asked Leon 
how she died, he said she had bitten 
her tongue and bled to death.” 

Leon told him, Chung’ Sin added, 
that he was going to send the trunk 
to Jersey City, thence to Europe. As 
a matter of fact, it lay untoched : 
the stuffy little room until Sun Leung, 
proprietor of the restaurant below, no- 
ticed the odor about the building, and 
summoned the police. 

Until Chung Sin’s complete account 
is made public, it will not be explained 
why he saw the dead girl and the 
preparations for the removal of the 
body with such apparent unconceérn. 
Also despite repeated interrogations, 
he decifned to say just what happen- 
ed in the room when the girl was mur- 
dered. He admitted having heard a 
scuffle in the room during the night, 
and told of Elsie having arrived oa 
the previous afternoon, the day when 
she disappeared from her home. 

“Did Leon take her there, or did she 
go of her own accord?” he was asked. 

Girl Sought Chinaman. 

“She went there alone,’ he replied, 

‘“‘Was she in love with Leon, or Leos, 
in love with her?” was another ques- 
tion. at this Chung Sin relapsed into 
silence and then only smiled and shook 
his head. He indicated, however, that 
the girl had sought out the China- 
man. 

Chung Sin explained his sudden dis- 
appearance after the murder by say- 
ing he had been employed by a weli- 
to-do New Yorker, at whose country 
place, near Amsterdam, he was ar- 
rested yesterday. Chung says that he 
accepted this position in order to get 
out of town, having hurried from the 
scene more in fear and sought out his 
brother in Chinatown, who procured 
him the position. ; 

He admitteq having borrowed $250 
from Chu Gain, proprietor of the Port 
Arthur restaurant in Chinatown, who 
is also held in connection with the 
case.

Senator Aldrich Reports New 
Lumber Schedule, Proposing 
a Rate of $1.50 on Sawed 
Lumber, Which ‘Is 50 Cents 
Increase Over House Rate. 


Washington, June 22.—Late today 
the’ senate reached the voting stage on 
the hide schedule, and after several 
amendments had been defeated, the 
amendment of the finance committee 
fixing a duty of 15 per cent ad valorem 
on hides was agreed to, 46 to 30. This 
is the rate of the present law, but 
under the rulings of the treasury de- 
partment is applicable only to hides 
weighing more than twenty-five 
pounds. The house placed all hides on 
the free list, but the committee re- 
stored the Dingley policy by adding 
them to the non-dutiable list. The 
senate sustained its committee. 

Senator McLaurin undertook to have 
the provision amended so as to make 
the duty applicable to hides weighing 
less than twenty-five pounds, but 
failed, his amendment being voted 
down 31 to 48 An’ amendment by Mr. 
Stone placing not only hfdes, but many 
of their products on the free list, was 
also lost. 

Just before adjournment at 7 o'clock 
Senator Aldrich on behalf of the 
finance committee presented the com- 
mittee’s new lumber schedule and also 
a number of amendments relating to 
linoleum and oil cloth. The committee 
proposed a rate of $1.50 per thousand 
on sawed lumber, which is a 50c in- 
crease over the house rate. Neither 
the lumber nor linoleum schedule was 
acted upon.

Brown House, Macon, Ga., June 22.— 
(Special.)—A marked growth of senti- 
ment in favor of operating the city 
waterworks by the city government 
has cropped out in Macon the past 
three months. A long communication, 
prepared by the Macon Gas Light Com- 
pany regarding the historv of the 
waterworks in this city and volumes 
of other information have been gath- 
ered in by Alderman Ellsworth Hall 
for the purpose of getting down to 
reliable facts so that the future of 
the system may be determined to a 
most satisfactory manner. 

The contract with the Macon Gas 
Light and Water Company soon ex- 
pires, and the people have the right 
to become owners of the franchise at 
their pleasure. The interest has be- 
come so intense that many people who 
favor the bond issue for paving and 
improvements fear to urge the measure 
on account of seriously handicapping 
the waterworks ownership movement. 

People who have acquainted them- 
selves With the water supply in Macon 
now believe that it is a matter of only 
a short time before the entire system 
will become the property of the people. 
The present owners have, however, ex- 
pressed a belief that an arrangement 
can be made whereby the individual 
consumer may have his water at a 
greatly reduced rate, and this point 
will be pushed to the final realization, 
no matter whether the city or the pri- 
vate corporation becomes the future 
operator.

Prompt appointment of the standing committees will save «ut least 
a week of the legislature’s time, a saving which, it is possible, may prove 
invaluable at the session’s close. 

In any event, by getting at once to work, and giving strict attention to 
business, there is no question that the legislature will be able to demon- 
strate that a fifty-day session once in two years will amply serve the

amendment’ for submission to the people, it will have rendered the state 
the most important service within its power to give. 

The new legislature at this session must enact appropriations and tax 

measures: it must provide for the raising of the revenue for the next two 
years and apportion the state’s expenditures. This is its imperatively im- 
portant task. Those who have seen legislative service know what time it 
takes to get these measures in proper shape and pass them through both 
houses. , 
It is quite probable that both of these measures will this year contain 
new features; the inheritance tax, for instance, already enacted in thirty- 
six states, is almost sure to receive serious consideration. Here is addi 
tional reason why they should receive both prompt and careful attention. 

The tax and appropriation bills should be introduced at once, and 
placed immediately before the proper house committees; there Is no excuse 
for ‘getting them over to the senate, as has most often been the case, in 
the final week-of the session. 

Let both officers and members make it a thoroughly business legisla- 
ture and they will receive the well-earned commendation of the state.

Of the twenty-two days which 
have elapsed, ten have been marked 
with “rain,” while over half have re- 
corded a trace of rain. But even with 
all that rain the preceipitdtion is only 
one-fourth of an inch ahead of the 
average June rain fall. For the year 
to date, however, Georgia is just about 
a half a foot, or to be exact, 5 inches 
ahead of rain. Since Sunday afternoon, 
when the first hard rain of the week 
came, there has been .98 of an inch, or 
practically an inch. 

The temperature Tuesday was cooler 
than Monday, and the thermometer be- 
gan its climb by going into the 
eighties.

TCL CASE 
IN HIGH COURT 


Error Assigned by Coun- 
sel for Prisoner. 


His Lawyers Assert Mitchell 
Was Insane at the Time the 
Crime Was Committed—Ev- 
idence of Dr. McIntosh Was 
Discussed. 


The sensational case of William H. 
Mitchell, of Thomasville, charged with 
assault with intent to commit a worse 
ctime, and. convicted of assault and 
battery in the superior court of 
Thomas county, was before the court 
of appeals of Georgia yesterday. 

Denied a motion for a new trial in 
the lower court, counsel for Mitch- 
ell has brought the case before the 
court of appeals on this motiog, and 
hag assigned error. 

Argument for Mitchell was present- 
ed by Reuben A. Arnold, of Atlanta; 
Theodore Titus and 8S. Anderson Rod- 
denbery, of Thomasville. Ww. B. 
Thomas, solicitor general, and T. F. 
Green, of Athens, appeared for the 
state in opposition to the motion. 

Mitchell's counsel now claims that he 
was insane at the time the crime was 
committed. They claim’ that no motive 
for the deed was preven by the state. 
All the involved machinery, which, It 
is alleged, was employed by Mitch- 
ell to accomplish the crime of which 
he was accused by the state, was con- 
Clusive of his unsound mind, argued 
his counsel. 

The question presented to the court 
of appeals was as to whether the low- 
er court erred in overruling the de- 
murrer of the defendant to the indict- 
ment. which charged two offenses in 
one count, and, second, by overruling 
the motion for a new trial because of 
newly discovered evidence. 

Evidence of Dr. McIntosh. 

Considerable attention was paid to 
the evidence of Dr. T. C. McIntosh, 
who testified as an expert at the trial] 
that if Mitchel] did the things chargea 
in the record, he was temporarily in- 
sane. The answer of Dr. McIntosh 
was in reply to a hypothetical ques- 
tion by the attorneys for the defense, 
in which the evidence brought out at 
the trial was incorporated. 

Counsel for the state vigorously op- 
posed the motion for a new trial, and 
contended that Mitchell was perfectly 
sane at the time of the commission ot 
They declared that no one 
but a man in his right mind could 
have perfected the plans that Mitch- 
ell did. They say nothing but the ap- 
pearance of Farmer Brewton prevent- 
ed the consummation of Mitchell's pur- 
pose.

Robbery ‘Not the Motive. 

In discussing the question of a mo- 
tive, Solicitor General Thomas argued 
that robbery was not the motive. In 
his brief he declared: 

“It is admitted that Mise Linton was 
related to Mitchell's wife; that she 
was a maidenly lady of charm and at- 
traction, and near the age of forty; 
that they lived in the same town, anu 
that Miss Linton had visited at Mitch- 
ell's house.”’

Mitchell's plan worked perfectly ex- 
cept that he failed to get his victim 
blindfolded and gagged, as he Intend- 
ed to do, and her outcry near the 
Vashti home was heard and caused her 
rescue by Mr. Brewton. 

Counsel for the state traced Mitch- 
ell’'s actions after leaving the scene: 
his removal of his disguise and the 
attempt to sink the female wearing 
apparel in the well; the accident by 
which the bundle was caught ona nall 
in the well and recovered next day: 
the discovery of a mirror, an empty 
Aartridge box and a pair of stockings 
in and around his house in the woods, 

Intelligence Dictated Diaguise. 

The wire arrangements he had fixed 
up in the house to fire the trap guns 
was no evidence of insanity, @rgued 
the state’s counsel. They said: ‘‘The 
prominence and intelligence of the de- 
fendant and the penalty of his dis- 
covery made it imperative that his in- 
telligence should reflect the utmost pre- 
caution to prevent his detection and 
identification. 

‘He lured his victim from her home 
under cifcumstances which he knew 
would prevent her having any money 
about her person; his purpose could 
not have been robbery. Her parents 
were both dead and her brothers were 
gone to remote parts; it could not 
be ransom for which he had thus lured 
from her home an attractive woman 
of his acquaintance, akin to his wife, 
under the cover of night, aWay from 
environments of safety and protection, 
by fraud and misrepresentation, ana 
had carried her to the woods where he 
intended to hold her without money: 
in fact, where he would hold her, a 
helpless, defenseless woman, with a 
purpose such that he must disguise 
himself, assume the garb of a negro 
woman, and take her not only in the 
darkness, but removed to the country, 
where her cries and screams would 
not be likely to be heard. What was 
his purpose?’ 

In the hypothetical question pro- 
pounded to Dr. Mcintosh, it was stated 
that in the midst of the alleged actions 
by Mitchell, the defendant, Miss Lin- 
ton, ate peaches. 

Counsel for the state answéred by 
stating that this action in the midst 
of her peril was part of an effort to 
conceal from Mitchell the fact that 
she had recognized him under his dig- 
guise; it showed her nerve and pres- 
ence of mind, The defendant was using 
all his faculties to ‘carry out his 
plot while hig victim was bringing to 
bear all her powers to defeat him and 
to escape from her peril.

PLAN PROTECTION 
FOR GEORGIA GAM 


Bill Is Modeled Some- 
what After the Ala- 
bama Law. 


The executive committee of the 
Georgia Game dnd Fish Protective As- 
sociation met yesterday at the Aragon 
Hotel, for the purpose of revising the 
proposed bill for the protection of 
game which is to be introduced in the 
legislature, in accordance with the in- 
structions of the association at its 
meeting held in Atlanta, May 18. 

President Charles L. Davis, of the 
association, and ex-officio ¢éhairman 
of the executive éommittee, presided, 
and others present were Secretary 
Barschal Andrews, of Columbus, rep- 
resenting the foufth district; John I, 
Edmundson, of the fifth; G. O. Persons, 
of the sixth: Judge Moses Wright, of 
the seventh, and J. B. Hardman, of 
the ninth. 

The proposed bill was considered 
and perfected by the executive com- 
mittee, and will be introduced in the 
house of representatives at once by 
Hon. G. O. Persons, of Monroe. The 
impression gathered by members of 
the executive committee as the result 
of association with members of the 
general assembly is that the Dill will 
be acted upon favorably by both 
houses, and that there will be a large 
majority vote for it. 

The bill is modeled somewhat after 
the Alabama law with certain 
changés which the committee consid- 
ers: improve the measure. It provides 
for the establishment of a state de- 
partment of game and: fish protection 
in charge of a state game commis- 
sionér, who will appoint wardens in 
each county and deputy wardens in 
various county districts. The duties 
of these officers will be to enforce the 
laws for the protection of game and 
fish, now or hereafter enacted. 

The proposed law requirea the pay- 
ment to the county warden of a license 
of $2 in the county in which the hunter 
resides. License is required itn all 
cases except where a party desires to 
hunt only upon his own premises. The 
charge for a state license is $3, and 
the price of license to non-residents is 
$15. Thig fund will be placed at the 
disposal of the state game commis- 
sioner to provide for the payment of 
the expenses of his department. Re- 
muneration for the county wardens is 
also provided. 

The sale of all game is prohibited, 
Shipping out of the state or from one 
county to another is prohibited, except 
when accompanied by the person who 
killed the game. Written permission 
is required when parties wish to hunt 
on the lands of ofthers. 

Thea open season for the shooting 
of quail and other game birds will 
begin December 1, instead of Novem- 
ber 1, as here:ofore, and will close 
March 15, as at present. The killing 
of female deer, wild turkey hens, 
pheasant, and grouse is wholly pro- 
hibited until January 1, 1915. 

The bag limit on quail is twenty- 
five in one day, and the limit on 
male Geer and turkey gobbicrs is three 
in one season,

Reading, proved particularly imposing 
and had a strong influence on senti- 
ment toward the whole market. The 
assertion was ventured again that 
there might be something going to 
happen to account for the material 
advance which had occurred in tae 
price of the Wabash stocks.

ON CROP. REPORTS 


Half-Cent—Corn and Oats 
Closed Weak. 


Chicago, June 22.—The wheat mar- 
ket today failed to retain the advant- 
age secured on the previous session 
and closed heavy, owing to optimis- 
tic crop reports. Final quotations,

The wheat market was decidedly 
strong at the start and initial quota- 
tions showed gains of %@% to %&@ 
%c, compared with the previous close. 
The upturn was due to additional rains 
in Kansas and Missouri, and to an ad- 
vance of %e to 1%d at Liverpool, 
where prices were  bullishly affected 
by continued light shipments from 
Russia, and by fear of a liberal de- 
crease in the European visible supply. : 
Demand, which was quite urgent’ at 
the opening, soon dwindled to small 
proportions and toward the end of the 


oats and provisions 


early reports of wet weather in the 
harvest belt were found to have been 
exaggerated as to the probable effect 
on harvest operations and other news 
of a bearish tenor developed sufficient 
to inspire quite general selling, par- 
ticularly of the July delivery. The 
Kansas crop report, which forecasted 
a total yield of about 80,000,000 bushels 
of wheat for that state, was an im- 
portant factor. This was supple- 
mented by declines at the northwestern 
markets and by reports of good yields 
in Oklahoma. The range on the July 
delivery for the day was between 
$1.135 and $1.14%. The market was 
weak late in the day and closed near 
the low point of the session, with July 
at $1.14 

Favorable crop reports and an un- 
expected increase in local receipts 
were the chief reasons for the weak- 
ness which prevailed in the corn mar- 
ket the greater part of the day. Re- 
ports from various sections of the 
corn belt claimed that the new crop 
was getting a magnificent start un- 
der the most favorable conditions. The 
market was bearishly affected by a 
report from Omaha stating that large 
quantities of corn, originally intended 
for shipment to the south, were ac- 
cumulating there owing to a falling 
off in demand. The market closed 
weak at almost the bottom, with prices 
1% to %ec below the previous final 
figures. 

Oats slumped sharply on realizing 
sales based on denials of damage by 
green bugs to the new crop in south- 
ern Illinois.” Today's reports admitted 
the presence of the pest in the fields, 
but claimed that the crop was too far: 
advanced to be injured by the in- 
sects. There was a moderate bulge 
at the start, owing to covering by be- 
lated shorts, but the market soon 
weakened and continued heavy the re- 
mainder of the day. The close was 
weak with prices % to 1@1l%*%c below 
yesterday's final quotations. 

Provisions were weak the entire day 
because of selling by local longs, who 
were influenced by the weakness of 
coarse grains and by a decline of:5 to 
10c in live hogs.
